SUBJECT : Additions, Deletions, and Alterations of 
Records Systems: Notification Requirements 


REFERENCE - Public Law 93-579, 5 U.S.C. 552a, Subsection 
(e) (4) (A through I), (e) (11), and (0)

1. The above referenced provisions require an agency 
that maintains a system of records to publish in the Federal 
Register, at least annually, a notice of the existence and 
character of their system of records. Also, the Congress 
and the Office of Management and Budget require notification 
of systems' changes. 


2. The last complete survey was conducted during mid-1975. | 
Also, since there have been recent indications that a few offices 
are planning changes in their systems, we are initiating a new 
comprehensive survey covering all records systems. 


3. Although not limited to these, suggested areas of 
change could encompass a system's name, manager's title, access 
control, storage, retention, retrievability, disposal, categories— 
of records and individuals in the system, and most importantly, 
changes regarding the routine use of a system to include the 
categories of users and the purpose of each use. 


4. We, therefore, are requesting managers to review their 
respective systems for possible changes and updating. Please 
forward any changes to IPS by 14 January 1977 for inclusion in 
the Federal Register. Negative or no change reports are not 
necessary. ;
